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THE AINSWORTH FAMILY 

Undoubtedly takes its name from the chapelry Ainsworth 
(/. e, Aynes or Haynes enclosure) commonly called Cockey 
Moor, which is situated in the Parish of Middleton, Salford 
Hundred, in the County Palatine of Lancaster, England. 

So long ago as 1369, A. D., John Ainsworth was of 
that ilk and owned lands there, but Baynes Directory for 
i82Sgave no one of the name as an inhabitant — there 
were then no Ainsworths in Ainsworth. The place was 
always a small one, and the census of 1881 states its pop- 
ulation as only 1729 and its area as C309 acres. 

Burke's General Armory gives four coats of arms as 
those of Lancashire Ainsworths, that are probably 
ancient ; two of th-ese differ only as to their tincture 
( i, e, colors), and the four are represented by the three 
given in the frontispiece. The descriptions given by 
Burke in the technical language of heraldry are as 
follows : 

I, 
Gules. Three Battle axes Argent. 
Crest. Two battle axes in Sal tire proper. 
Motto. Courage Sans Peur. 

2, 
Azure. Three Spades Argent, another within a bordure or. 
Crest. Two battle axes in Saltire proper. 

3- 

Azure, on a bend sable three crescents of the first. 

4- 
Sable, on a bend argent three crescents of the field. 
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In view of the later American history of the family, 
these coats of arms are not inappropriate, — the spades, 
as emblematic of the agricultural occupation of the great 
majority of the individuals representing the name, and the 
battle axes as symbolizing their aptness and devotion to 
the military service. Every war here has seen the Ains- 
worth name repeated on its muster rolls, and the number 
who died in the French and Indian war and in the Revo- 
lutionary war seems out of proportion to the number who 
have borne the name. The motto " Fearless Courage ** 
has evidently been sustained by the family in America. 

The present work is limited to the genealogy of the 
Ainsworth family in America. 

One Anchor Ainsworth, by his attorney Henry 
Rashley, sold his house plot in Boston March 30, 1647, 
to Joseph Phippeni. There is nothing else to show 
that Anchor himself was ever in New England, and 
nothing to suggest any connection between him and 
other Ainsworths, except the fact that about the same 
time Daniel Ainsworth appears on the records as the own- 
er of lands in Roxbury. 

Daniel Ainsworth and his wife Alice were in Roxbury 
as early as 1647, he then being the owner of a house and 
home lot of twelve acres besides twenty or more other 
acres. He died November 13, 1680, leaving no will, and 
his property was appraised at ;£i98. Alice died January 
9, 1684-5, ^^d the estate, real and personal, was again in- 
ventoried and valued at £192.04.02. Among the chattels 
valued each time was a bible which it might be interesting 
to see. 

There is no record of any children born to Daniel and 
Alice. 

February 13, 1684-5, Mr. Gore of Roxbury was appoint- 
ed Administrator in place of [the name is lost but prob- 
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ably it was Alice] "in behalf of the heir or next of kin," 
and there is nothing on the probate records to show what 
became of the property ; but there is little doubt that the 
estate passed by operation of law — not by deed — to the 
next of kin, or that Edward* Ainsworth was this next of 
kin. 

Daniel's homestead when he died consisted of a house 
and twenty acres adjoining, a part of this land being prob- 
ably the ten acres of home lot that he bought of John 
Stow [or Stave] and the same that Daniel mortgaged in 
1649 to Philip Eliot : and no doubt the home lot was the 
same named in Roxbury Book of Possessions before 1654 
as owned by Daniel Ainsworth and there described as 
^^bounded northerly by a highway^ November 4, 1664, 
he deeded to Philip Curtis twelve acres of meadow, 
bounding the same on the west by other land of Daniel 
Ainsworth. 

December 17,^1702, when Edward* Ainsworth was about 
to remove to Connecticut, he sold to Isaac Biscom his es- 
tate in Roxbury, including a dwelling house and other 
buildings, with land estimated at eighteen and one half 
acres, which land is described as bounded easterly by land 
of the heirs of Philip Curtis and northerly by the highway 
from Gambler's End toward Dedham. John Gore was 
one of the witnesses to the deed. These easterly and 
northerly bounds tend to identify the land sold by Ed- 
ward in 1702, with that which belonged to Daniel in 1654 
and 1664, and as there is no record of any conveyance to 
Edward, it is only reasonable to infer that it became his 
by inheritance as next of kin ; and the inference is con- 
firmed by the tradition that Edward was nephew to Daniel. 
Then, too, Edward's first son was named Joshua for the 
mother's father: the second he named Edward for him- 
self ; but the third son was named Daniel. 

There were Ensworths about Hartford and Canterbury, 
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Conn., at the beginning of the i8th century, and the two 
names have so often been confused that it is difficult in 
some cases to distinguish to which family individuals be- 
longed. 

About 1725, there was a family of Ainsworths at 
Hanover, Penn., of which a few details will be given, but 
concerning whose present representatives practically 
nothing has been ascertained. 

The vast majority of the Ainsworths in America can 
trace their descent clearly from Edward^ Ainsworth of 
England, Roxbury, Mass., and Woodstock, Conn.

Edward' Ainsworth, born in England about 1652, 
first appears on the records in America as married 
January 11, i6Sy-Sj but tradition says that his uncle 
Daniel sent to England for him, to make him his heir ; 
that he came, and growing uneasy went to sea ; that after 
some time he was cast away on the coast of Georgia, but 
made his way back to Roxbury and settled down.* Possi- 
bly this shipwreck may account for his absence at the 
time of the death of his aunt Alice, and for the appoint- 

* Two versions of this tradition survive. 

A memorandum made by the Rev. Laban Ainsworth, of Jaffrey, 
N. H. (born 1757), made probably a century ago, says that Edward 
came to New England by invitation of his uncle Daniel, *' grew 
uneasy and went to sea and sometime after was cast away on y« coast 
of Georgia. All hands [except Edward] perished, one only escaped 
to land but died of fatigue in an hour. He [Edward] came to Rox- 
bury," etc. etc. 

Mr. Wyman Howe Ainsworth of Vicksburg, Mich, (born 1801) re- 
ports the tradition of Edward and a brother sailing from England, 
apparently intending for New England, and being wrecked before 
arrival. "The vessel stranded on a sand bar about one mile from 
shore. All on board were drowned, including one of the Ainsworth 
brothers. The other swam to shore, crept into a crevice in a rock. 
The rock is called the Stranger's Rock to this day. He kept the 
wolves away during the night by striking a flint with his jack-knife, 
the sf)arks from the flint frightening the animals. The next morning 
he swam back to the vessel, built a raft of such [material] as he could 
find on the ship, and took guns, ammunition, food, etc., and travelling 
along the coast found a settlement, as he knew there must be one 
near. He settled near there, and from him sprang my ancestors." 
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ment of her neighbor Gore as administrator in behalf of 
the heir or next of kin. 

Of thirteen children of Edward' and his wife Joanna, 
eight were born in Roxbury ; but in 1702-3 he sold out 
his possessions there and removed to Woodstock, Conn., 
where a colony from Roxbury had settled some fourteen 
years before. 

Here for thirty-eight years he lived a husbandman's life, 
adding to his lands, and endowing his children from time 
to time, but in 1725, finding himself too infirm to manage 
his farming interests, he, according to a custom of his 
time, made over his home farm, with certain reservations, 
to his oldest son, conditional for the maintenance, etc., of 
himself and wife for their lives. The deed reciting the 
agreement is recorded in the Registry of Deeds at Wor- 
cester,* Mass., Book A, page 124, but the original paper, 
yellow and ragged with age, but well and clearly written, 
and adorned with flourishes in somewhat faded ink, is in 
the possession of the present writer, and reads, verbatim 
et literatim^ as follows : 

To all People unto whome these presents shall or may 
come Greeting. Know yea that Edward Ainsworth of 
Woodstock in the County of Suffolk and Province of the 
Massachusetts Bay in New England Husbandman being 
grown very aged and Infirm and thereby become very un- 
capable of manageing his Husbandry affairs And being 
minded To Settle and dispose of his Real Estate in such a 
way and manner that himself and his dear & Loving wife 
Johannah might be credibly and decently maintained dure- 
ing their naturall Lives ; That justice might be done to 
his children after the decease of himself and wife : That 
his eldest son viz* Edward Ainsworth Jun^ of Woodstock 
aforesaid Husbandman might be sutably rewarded for his 
living with & assisting him and manageing his affairs for 

 Woodstock was for a long time considered a part of Massachusetts 
and of Worcester County. 
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the space of six years and three quarters, for the effecting 
of which it being necessary he should convey his Real Es- 
tate to some one of his children. And whereas Edward 
Ainsworth Jun' aforesaid consenting to take the same on 
the aforesaid conditions. Wherefore it is mutually agreed 
covenanted and consented to by and between the said 
Edward Ainsworth and Johannah his wife on the one part 
And the said Edward Ainsworth Jun"" on the other part 
In manner and form following that is to say. Imprimis 
the said Edward Ainsworth and Johannah Ainsworth for 
themselves and their heirs Execu"and Adm" doe hereby 
for and in consideration of the Services & Payments to be 
done on the part of the said Edward Ainsworth Jun' his 
heirs executors and adm" to be more particularly herein- 
after inumerated which the said Edward Ainsworth and 
Johannah his wife hereby acknowlede to be to their intire 
satisffaction. And therefore Have given granted Bar- 
gained and sold and by these presents doe fully freely and 
absolutely give grant bargaine and sell to him the said 
Edward Ainsworth Jun*" and to his heirs'and assignes for- 
ever all that their certain messuage or tenament of housing 
and land scituate lying and being in Woodstock aforesaid 
where the said Edward & Johannah Ainsworth now dwell 
which land the said Edward Ainsworth Purchased of one 
Eben'' Cass and contains by Estimation fifty two acres 
and an half of land a mansion house barn and orchyard 
and bounds north partly on land of John Chandler Jun' & 
partly on land of Joseph Wright East and West on high- 
ways South partly on a Brook called Sawmill Brook partly 
on land of Eliphalett Carpenter partly on land of the said 
Edward Ainsworth bought of said Carpenter partly on 
land of Edward Morris Jun' & partly on a highway or 
however otherwise bounded or reputed to be bounded.

ments hereinafter mentioned. Imp" That during the 
naturall lives of the Grantors Respectively the premises 
nor any part thereof may not be disposed of on any acco" 
whatsoeoer — Secondly That the said Edward Ainsworth 
Jun*" and his heirs Execu" and Adm" dwell in the north 
end of the house and occupy & Improve the premises & 
keep the same in good repair Thirdly That the said 
Edward Ainsworth Jun' and his heirs Execu" and adm" 
do from time to time well sufficiently and faithfully in all 
sutable and comfortable respects both as to meat drink 
washing lodging & apparell as their circumstances natures 
and necessity from time to time require or stand in need 
off maintain the said Edward Ainsworth & Johanali 
Ainsworth dureing their naturall lives respectively and at 
their respective deaths decently to Inter them, fourthly 
That the said Edward Ainsworth Jun' doe permitt and 
allow the said Edward Ainsworth and Johanah Ainsworth 
dureing their naturall lives to dwell in the south end of 
the house and enjoy the same wholly and also a sutable 
garden spott at the Election of the grantors to be separ- 
ately fenced, fifthly The said Edward Ainsworth Jun*" and 
his heirs doe from time to time keep three milch cows for 
the sole use and profitt of the grantors dureing their and 
each of their pleasures for their more comfortable main- 
tenance the increase to belong to the said Edward 
Ainsworth Jun' and his heirs, and also pay them the sum 
of ten shillings p annum during their lives & the life of 
the survivor. Sixthly That the said Edward Ainsworth 
Jun' & his heirs execu' and adm' doe from time to time 
repair and renew the household utensells now belonging 
to the grantors which they are not to dispose of dureing 
their lives and to make such necessary additions thereto 
as shall be needfull for their usuall comfortable house- 
keeping and which is to be finally at the disposition of the 
said grantors to give to whome the longest liver shall see 
cause Seventhly The said Edward Ainsworth Jun' and 
his heirs shall if the said Edward Ainsworth and Johanah 
Ainsworth desire maintain them as aforesaid at a separate 
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table from his own & allow them to dress their own 
victualls if they shall see cause Eighthly the said Edward 
Ainsworth Jun' his heirs executors and adm" shall within 
one year after the death of the longest liver of the said 
Edward and Johanah Ainsworth pay unto the other chil-

This arrangement, however, seems to have proved un- 
satisfactory, for July 15, 1737, the son Edward* recon- 
veyed the homestead to his father, Edward,* for the con- 
sideration of .£300, and the youngest son, Nathan, under- 
took the care of the aged parents. 

The will of Edward* Ainsworth is on file in Worcester 
Probate Registry. It is dated August 10, 1737, was 
proved August 18, 1741, and reads as follows : 

Will of Edward Ainsworth, 

In the name of God, Amen, the tenth Day of August 
Anno Dofii. 1737. 

I, Edward Ainsworth of Woodstock in ye County of 
Worcester, Husbandman, being aged & very infirm in 
Body but of sound mind & memory, thro' ye Goodness of 
Almighty God and Calling to my Remembrance that it 
is appointed for all men once to Die & being willing to 
settle my Temporal Estate & make provision for ye Com- 
fortable Subsistance of my Dear wife in case she should 
survive me & also to testify my Love to my Dear Chil- 
dren for whom I have already Done as God has Inabled 
me, do make & ordain this my last will and Testament 
that is to say principally & first of all I give & recommend 
my soul into ye hands of God that Gave it & my body I 
recommend to ye Earth to be buryed in Decent Christian

Effectual for ye Ends aforesaid. 

Item. I Give unto my Eldest Son Edward Ainsworth 
ye Sum of five shillings In Bills of Credit of ye old Tenor 
or ye value thereof which with what I have formerly ad- 
vanced to him for his Settlement In ye world I Esteem 
to be his full part & proportion of my Estate. 

Item. I Give & Bequeath unto my Sons Thomas & 
Smith Ainsworth & also unto my Daughters, Hannah 
Johnson, Johanna AUard, Judith Marcy, Elizabeth Jen- 
nings, Dorcas Child, & Mary Green or their Legal Repre- 
sentatives, In case they or any of them shall Die before 
ye time of Payment the Sum of ten Pounds Each, Either

It will be observed that both the will and the deed are 
signed by Edward, and the deed by his wife, with their 
marks. . This is not conclusive of their inability to write, 
but the fact that Edward's mark to his will is a printed E 
makes it probable that such was the fact. And yet in the 
inventory again appears the bible, perhaps the copy which 
once belonged to the uncle Daniel. 

The increase of the estate fourfold in the hands of 
Edward* speaks well for the thrift and husbandry of the 
ex-sailor, when it is remembered that he had previously 
made some provision for ten children. 
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Edward,^ bom about 1652 in England; married 
January 11, 1687-8, Joanna Hemmingway (who was born 
September 21, 1670, daughter of Joshua and Joanna 
(Evans) Hemenway); she died December 23, 1748.

Whitney, in his History of Worcester County (p. 81) 
says: "There is now [1793] living in Brookfield a Mr.

Although this is not impossible, it is probably incorrect, 
as Thomas Ainsworth was only seventeen years old at the 
time of Loveweirs last fight, and no person named Ains- 
worth is mentioned in the list of Lovewell's men. These 
lists may not be complete, but of those known to have 
served under Lovewell none were from places far distant 
from the valleys of the Merrimack or Concord Rivers. 

There is a tradition that Thomas at one time lived with 
the Narraganset Indians, that he was very strong and 
venturesome, and there are old anecdotes of his cunning 
and daring in the hunt and in Indian fighting. It is not 
unlikely that in his feeble old age he got the delusion 
that he was one of Lovewell's band, or possibly Mr. 
Whitney's informant may have misunderstood some refer- 
ence to other fights at which Thomas Ainsworth had 
been present. 

In 1790, Jacob, the son of Thomas, applied to the Court 
to have him put under guardianship, alleging that by 
reason of the infirmities of age he had become non compos 
mentis. The Court called upon the selectmen of Brook- 
field for their opinion of Thomas's capacity, and they 
agreed in declaring him non compos, whereupon Jacob 
was appointed guardian to his father. 

Very soon, Thomas, by his next friend, applied to have 
the guardianship removed ; and his application describes 
Jacob as an undutiful and unthankful child (Jacob was 48 
years old then). The Court examined Thomas, and in 
April, 1 79 1, declared him competent to manage his own 
affairs, and ended the guardianship. 
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Thomas died before February, 1794, and his widow 
Ruth was administratrix ; but the property was of small 
value, and consisted principally of a forty-two acre farm at 
Brookfield.
